Debate On 
Britain 


Washington, March 28. 

Britnin’s recovery was the 
subject of heated argument in 
the House of Representatives 
Rules Committee today. 

The Democratic Committee 
chairman, Mr. Adolph Sabath, 
sald he can not understand why 
the United’ Stntes {s continuing 
ta pour dollars into Britain even 
{hough her production Is now 
higher than before the war anid 
exports are in competition with 
U.S. guods. 

His question was echoed by 
Mr, Clarence Brow, who added 
that be had heard rumours that 
actually Britain expects the
